: A REASSURING FACT. 

The fact that Mr. Inman bought $30,000 
worth of the 5s yesterday had a good effect 
on those securities. The story sent out .yester. 
day about the alleged straights of one of the 
Terminal directors is not credited. The story, 
however, had a bad effect on the securities of 
the’ company yesterday. It is stated that 

- powerful interests have been found willing to 
give support to the Richmond Terminal securi- 
ties. 

Neither Mr. Gould nor Mr. Sage is believed 
to be in this deal.

CONTROL OF THE EAST TENNESSEE. 

A fact not generally known is that on July 
Ast the absolute control of the East. Tennessee 
passed out of the hands of the Terminal com- 
pany. Upto July Ist the control was vested 
in the first preferred stock, of which the Ter- 
minal company owns a large majority. All of 
the stock of the. East. Tennessee is now on an 
equal footing. as far as voting power goes. 
The, Terminal company, however, owns of the 
-whole $57,000,000. of all classes of East Ten- 
nessee stock about twenty-one million dollars. 
As the ownership of the stock is concentrated 
in the hands of one company, it is obvious that

From all the information obtainable here 
there. seems to be no occasion: for the stock- 
holders or bondholders of the Richmond 
Terminal company to be alarmed. The roads 
of the system, it is true, have suffered a little 
from the usual summer dullnessin the south 
and the falling off in the production. of coal 
and iron, but business is picking up again and 
the earnings this month are expected to show 
a large increase over last month.

In the same connection may be mentioned 
the well-grounded suspicion that there is in 
this city aconspiracy against the south—a 
conspiracy to delay thé industrial development 
of that section and whenever possible to pre- 
yent the investment of money there in any 
enterprise. Theconspiracy is said to have 
originated by the promoters of large land and 
investment schemes in the-west. Of course 
the resources of the south are -now ‘too well 
known for that section to suffer very much 
from such a conspiracy, but at. fhe same time 
it would be possible to prevent the invest- 
ment of large sums of: money there. 

Another feature of the prosent financial sit-

DIXON DEFEATS WILLIS 


3 ‘a Prize Fight at San Francisco Last 


Ps Saw Francrsco, July 28.—George-Dixon, 


of Boston, and Abe Willis, of Australia, 
fought atthe gymnasium of the California 
Athletic Club tonight fora purse of $5,000 and 
the bantam-weight championship. of the 
world, Willis was practically unknown to 
many here and betting before the fight was in 
Dixon’s favor, running from 100 fo 70, to 100 
to 90. Dixon won in the fifth round. 
. A SHORT BATTLE. 

The battle occupied less than twenty min- 
utes. Willis was knocked out in the fifth 
round after having had the worst of the hard 
fight from the yery start. Dixon’s stylej of 
fighting was not known very well here and he 
was not expected todo much rushing, but he 
forced the fight from the first round. He 
rushed Willis hard whenever he could get 
him at close quarters and beat him with ease. 

THE NEGRO TOO MUCH FOR HIM, 

Willis struggled hard to hold against the 
colored man’s assauits and in half a dozen 
sharp rallies he fought back manfully,: but 
was not able to hit as hard or as frequently 
as his opponent. His quickness and his 
ability to stand hard punishment saved him 
from defeat earlier, but after being knocked 
down in the first round and unmercifully 
pounded in the four following rounds, he was 
greatly weakened, and the blow which finally 
sent hith out was a light one compared to a 
dozen others which he had received.

Robertson did not see fit to live in accord- 


' nce with the rules that govern moral com- 


munities, and so naturally the citizens of 
Bluffton were opposed to his continuing in 
their midst. On Sunday evening a delegation 
of them paid a visit to Robertson’s domicile. 
They were not armed with shotguns and did 
not wear masks, but they meant business. Their 
spokesman informed Robertson that he was 
mot wanted in Bluffton, and if at the 
end of a few hours he _ siill 
remained in town, he would not fare easi ly. 
Robertson concluded that Bluffton was gett:ng 
too hot for him. He wasted no time, but began 
to get ready to leave at once. His negro 
friends sent him a bodyguard to protect him 
from any violent assaults, and escorted him to 
the river steamer, and saw him as he paced 
{ts deck looking back regretfully, for the last 
time, it is hoped to the scene of his misdeeds. 

Robertson is a woll-known character. It is 
gaid that he was originally an Episcopalian 
clergyman, was dropped from the church and 


- became a Presbyterian pastor, only to get into 


more trouble, and to be eventually forced 
from that body. During the  rascally 
Moses administration in South Carolina 
he was a state senator. He misappropriated 
the legisiative fund, and, although it wasa 
time when the legislator who was not misap- 
propriating was arare exception, he was ex- 
pelled from the senate. Some years ago he 
went through the north hering together 
funds fora negro school, -which was never 
established. A yearago he became an agent

TRADE IN SAVANNAH. 


Whe Changes in the Savannah, Florida and 
Western Road, 

SAVANNAH, Ga., July 28.—[Special.]—The 
changes in the offices of the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railroad which, it was rumored, 
were to take place the Ist of August, will not 
cause any great sensation in railroad circles. 
Gencral Superintendent diggs stated this 
morning that no changes would be made 
of any kind in any of the de- 

rtments, barring the reduction of 
the force of draughtsmen employed in the en- 
gineer's office. He thinks that the work re- 
quired can be done by asmaller force shan at 
present emp!oyed, but does not know exactly 
yet how many will be dispensed with. 

Captain Fleming says that the traffic over 
the road during the summer has been much 
heavier than during June and July of last 
year. This has been caused by the large in- 
crease in the watermelon shipments. Up to 

terday the line had transported 4,311 car- 
oads of melons during the present season, and 
will probably have about four hundred more 
before the cropisout. About60 percent of the 
crop this year has gone west and 40 per cent 


east. 

Captain Fleming says that there is compar- 
atively little phosphate coming to Savannah 
for exportation just now. It is impossible for 
him to foresee whether the phosphate traffic 
will be particularly heavy or not, as itis not a 
question of weather or season with those en- 
gaged in the business, but of demand and sup- 
ply. Phosphate mining bas been carried on as 
an industry three years in Florida, but the 
work of exportation was begun for the first 
time this year. The three main shipping

THE WOUND MAY PROVE FATAL. 


Mr. J. M. Roberts Accidentally Shot by His 
Son. 

Covineton, Ga., July 28.—[{Special.]—Mr. 
J. M. Roberts, one of our most prominent citi- 
zens, was dangerously and perhaps fatally 
wounded here today by his son, Mr. Washing- 
ton Roberts, while endeavoring to protect his 
father’s life from the assault of a negro named 
Martin Wyatt. 

The circumstances leading to the sad occur- 
rence are as follows: At the March term of 
our superior court Martin Wyatt was con- 
victed in two cases of carrying concealed 
weapons and sentenced to sixteen 
months in the chaingang, with 
the privilege of avoiding this punishment by 
the payment of:$82. Mr. J. M.[Roberts paidjthe 
money for him and Martin entered into a 
court contract before the ordinary, whereby he 
agreed to work for Mr. Roberts at $10 per 
month until the money was repaid, and his 
wife also agreed to work for Mr. Roberts and 
allow part of her wages to go toward repaying 
the money paid out for her husband. Last 
week the parties had some trouble about the 
contract, Martin’s wife having hired hérself to 
another party, and Martin refused 
to work longer for Mr. Roberts, and left his 
employment. This morning Mr. J. M. Rob- 
erts and his son, Mr. Washington Roberts, 
went after Martin for the purpose of carrying 
him before the ordinary in order to have him 
remanded to custody to serve out the remain- 
der of the term of imprisonment to which he 
had been sentenced. Martin refused to be 
carried before the gore resisted the efforts 
of Mr. Roberts to take him, drew his knife, 
and began to use it on Mr. Roberts. 
He had cut Mr. Roberts once across 
the hand and was endeavoring to cut his 
throat when Mr. Washington Roberts, seek- 
ing to protect his father from the assaults of 
the negro, fired his pistol at the latter, but un- 
fortunately, just asthe pistol was fired the 
negro managed to place Mr. Roberts between 
himself and Mr. Washington Roberts and the 
ball strack Mr. Roberts in the back and passed 
nearly through his body. It was cut out in 
front, near his navel, but it is not known 
whether or not it perforated any of his in- 
testines. The physicians regard the 
wound as dangerous, but have not yet ex- 
pressed an opirtion as to whether or not it will 
prove fatal. The negro was promptly arrested 
and is now in jail. 

Since writing the foregoing I have learned 
that Mr. Roberts is suffering intensely and it 
is feared that his wound will prove fatal.

e said that a model teacher must be not 
only well educated and informed, but he must 
beable toimpart what he knows to others. 
He said his most beautiful experience in teach- 
ing was what he called mind-building, to 
watch one idea laid on another and on another 
until he saw the mind grow and expand. 

He advised all teachers to strive to be: model 
teachers; said it took more executive ability 
to be a model teacher than to be chief execu- 
tive of these United States. That he was op- 
posed to a long list of rules on the wall, he had 
rather bear the teacher say, ‘‘Have too much 
self respect to do wrong.’* His speech was one 
that would do credit to him or any one else. 

After the governer concluded the band 
played Dixie, amid the wild applause of the 
audience, and a social ovation was given him.

In the main the opinions of the special- 
sts are more encouraging than might have | 
been expected. Invalids who are independ- 
ent enough in their circumstances to enable 
them to take good care of themselves and 
follow the directions about diet, work, etc., 
may look forward to recovery, or at least t 
the reasonable prolongation of their exist- 
ence. Reckless and imprudent patients, or 
the poor devils who have- to eat what they 
can get, and work hard all the time, tor- 
mented by worry and excitement, need not 
expect anything buta speedy death when 
this malady once gets hold of them. 

Our advice to the reader who imagines 
that he has Bright's disease is not to be 
satisfied with this summary, nor with the 
full text of the opinions quoted, but to place 
himself inthe hands of a sensible and skill- 
full physician.

In Garden and Forest, Miss E. F. An- 
drews calls attention to the wholesale de- 
struction of the pine forests in all parts of 
the country and especially in Georgia, and 
the matter is certainly of sufficient import- 
ance to attract the attention of the general 
assembly. A great many members of-the 
legislature are farmers, and all of them are 
practical men who understand and appreciate 
the ill-effects of the destruction of our pine 
forests. | 

Miss Andrews puts the case briefly but 
strongly. In traveling recently through the 
heart of what was once the great pine region 
of Georgia, she wag:amazed and appalled at 
the'work of destruction that has been ac- 
oomplished during the last twenty years— 


and annibilation. Miss Andrews says: 
During the whole distance traversed of nearly” 
two hundred miles thers is not left standing on 
either side of the railioad, as far as the eye can 
reach, a single stick of pine fitfor timber; and 
not only this, but nature’s generous and patient 
efforts to repair the waste are thwarted by the

Too Enterprising. 

When The New York World, a few. days 
ago, published a special stating that Henry 
M. Stanley and his wife had separated, sen- 
sible and well-informed people did not be- 
lieve a word of the story. 

The New York Herald’s correspondent in 
Switzerland hunted up the Stanleys and 
asked them about The World’s report. Mrs, 
Stanley was very indignant, and wrote a 
card denying the statement and asking pro- 
tection from newspaper insults. Her hus- 
band wrote another card denouncing The 
Worlkd’s telegram as false and without any 
foundation, as his married life is one of pure 
content and unalloyed happiness. 

But The World is in no wise taken aback. 
It claims that its dispatch came from an 
established and responsible news agency in 
Europe, and its London correspondent in- 
vestigated the rumor and corrected it two 
days later. It reeommends its rivals to de- 
vote more energy to ‘‘obtaining and verify- 
ing news,”’ 

This is not as satisfactory as it should be. 
Energy in obtaining and printing unreliable 
and libelous stuff to be corrected two days 
later is very vicious journalism. The World 
is a great newspaper, but in its feverish 
haste to make scoops, it makes too many 
bad breaks on a line with this Stanley inci- 
dent. Reliability shonld travel hand in 
hand with energy in the collection and pub- 
lication of news. 


Look to Your Diet.

A Season of Exceptional Prosperity Is Pre- 
dicted 


From The New York Commercial Bulletin. 

It argues well for the prospects of the fall trade 
that we enter upon it with such substantially good 
conditions, But when to these assurances is 
added the promised results of the harvest, it 
seems warrantable to expect a season. of excep- 
tional prosperity. As prospects now stand, we 
may calculate upon the crop results of 1891, taken 
as a whole, surpassing those of any pre- 
vious year. If the present promise of the 
cotton crop should be realized, we shall 
have a close approximation to the great product 
of last year. Corn, according to the acreage and 
condition reported to the agricultural bureau, is 
likely to give at least an average output. For the 
wheat crop, the lowest estimated yield is 520,000- 
000 bushels andthe maximum five hundred and 
seventy-five to six hundred millions, against last 
year’s crop of 400,000,000. A harvest like this is 
the one thing needed to put the business of the 
country in first-class condition. The farm- 
ers have been suffering for so many years, 
not only from the grossly unequal tariff burthens 
laid upon them, but also from low prices for their 
products, that their industry has been undergoing 
a steady decadence. A harvest such as we have 
now promised will enable them to liquidate a 
large amount of debt and provide them with bet- 
ter{facilities for cultivation. It will mean s0 
many more millions of capital put into reproduc- 
_ tive resources, and its benelits will therefore be 

permanent. 

The memory of last year’s extraordinary drain 
of cash to the interior and of the consequent de- 
structive stringency in the loan market gives rise 
to some anxiety as to how far we may be exposed 
this fall to a like experience. And yet there 
seeins to be no serious ground for such apprehen- 
sions. Last year confidence was progtrated by 
world-wide crisis, and trade was thereby denied 
its usual credit facilities at the season when it 
needs them most; no such conditions exist now. 
This year, the cash resources of 
the New York banks available for 
helping the crop movements are nearly 
double what they were a year ago, added to which 
we are in a position to command from Europe any 
amount otf gold we are likely to need for interior 
purposes, by virtue of the extraordinary pur- 
chases of grain which the continental nations 
will have to make in our markets. While, there- 
fore, we may experience a reasonably active 
money market, we see no reason for apprehending 
any embarrassing stringency. 

Assuming then that the harvest turns out as it 
now promises, it seems safe to anticipate for the 
secnod half of the year arun of active and pros- 
perous business. :

One hundred and tweuty thousand, four 
handred and ninety dollars and seyenty-one

Gober says Ryan has in his possession and 
which he must deliver to, Mr. Charles 
Kingsberry, the receiver, before he will be 
yeleased from jail. 

If, however, he can bring evidence show- 
ing that he has no such assets—where the 
money has gone—lhe will have in that 
way complied with the court’s order and 
the) rule for contempt dismissed. 

Mr. Ryan states positively that he has 
delivered every dollar to the receiver and 
therefore cannot surrender the $120,490.71 
which is held to be in his possession. 

He also savs he has made the most com- 
plete showing that he can make—that he 
has already stated as far as possible what 
became of the assets of his house, amounting 
to over «a million dollars, and therefore it 
is impossibie for him to go further and 
give an account even of this $120,490.71 
Which the court says is unaccounted fer. 
Judge Gober’s decision deals with figures, 
bank deposits, etc., exhaustively, and the 


tone in which he delivered it shows that he 


will stand by his position. 

And the ¢hances are that Mr. Ryan will 
Pemain in jail—at least until the supreme 
gourt can come to his relief. 

Ryan’s attorneys are now preparing a bill of 
exceptions, which will be beard by Judge 
Gober on Saturday. 

The supreme court meets in October, and, 
unless Judge Gober sces fit to grant a super- 
sedeas on Saturday’s hearing, or revoke his or- 
der for contempt; Ryan will inall probability 
Temain in jail until that time, at shortest. 

No provision of the law will, however, be 
left untried by his attorneys to secure his re- 
lease before that time, if possible. 

Habeas corpus may be appealed to, and if 
the supreme court reverses the order of court 
Sppointing the receiver, which question is now 
pending in tbat tribunal, the attorneys say 
the con‘empt will be set aside by that ruling.

Mr. Ryan had little to say to anybody, though 
he smiled pleasantly at the frequent greetings 
of friends. He was neither careless nor de- 
jected, but simply wore the expression of a 
man who is not specially troubled by anything 
— more of a spectator than a principal in a case 
of absorbing interest. 

Throughout the rendering of the decision he 
sat with his head resting on the high back of 
his chair, his eyes steadily fixed in the direc- 
tion of the judge, though not looking at him, 
and his hands languidly crossed on his lap. 

Mr. Ryan’s attorneys sat some distance off, 
close up to the clerk’s desk, in front of the 
judge. 

Except for an occasional interruption 
caused by those outside in the corridors trying 
to force their way into the courtroom, a pin 
dropped upon the floor could almost. have been 
heard while Judge Gober read his decisidn. 

J udgé Gober’s expression, the tone of his 
voice and a certain little movement of his 
head from the beginning of his delivery, 
showed what was coming. 

His decision from the outset led $0 smoothly, 
yet so unmistakably to what finally proved to 
be the result, that when Judge Gober com- 
mitted Mr. Ryan to the custody of the sheriff 
to be confined in the common jail of Fulton 
county for contempt, it did not create the least 
surprise, 

Everybody expected it. 

Some thought the judge would allow him a 
little further time before sending him to jail, 
but as the decision proceeded, this view was 
forgotten. 

Mr. Ryan himself, seemed to be perfectly 
prepared for the court’s order. He did not 
exhibitthe least sign of surprise or feeling of 
any kind. 

It all appeared a matter of indifference to 
him. 

When the crowd stared at him harder and 
pushed closer toward him to get a good look at 
his features as they began passing out of the 
courtroom, his face flushed a little, but that 
was the only feeling that exposed itself. 

The Judge’s Decision. 

The decision of Judge Gober wasa lengthy 
document, evidently prepared with great care. 

He begins by reviewing the case from the 
beginning when Sheriff Morrow levied the 
mortgage fi. fa.in favorof H. B. Chaflin & 
Co. on May 2th. He tells of the 
amount of property which 8. A. Ryan turned 
over to the temporary receiver and of the sub- | 
sequent effort forthe permament receiver to | 
obtain additional assets. He quotes from the 
petition of the receiver in which itis claimed 
that $292,954.09 was deposited in the banks 
from March 27th to May 23d, and not over 
$10,000 of that applied to debts. Then he 
quotes at length from the answer of Mr. Ryan, 
in which he outlines his alleged ‘‘kiting’’ and 
the ainended answer in which he goes into de- 
tails concerning these kites. A 
copy _ of the account of Ryan 
with these banks, setting out in detail the 
transfers which he denotes kiting is attached. 
There are forty-six of these kites. This 
portion of defendant’s answer alleges, for in- 
stance: ‘That on March 28, 1891, he drew 
from his funds in the Atlanta National bank 
the sum of $1,120, and with other funds he de- 
posited the same in the Gate City National 
bank on said date. On April 1, 1891, he 
drew $1,500 from said Atlanta National 
bank and on the same day deposited same with 
same bank. That on April 10, 1891, he drew 
$2,500 from the said Atlanta National bank 
and on the same day deposited same with the 
American Trust and Banking Company, and 
on April 14, 1891, he drew from the said At- 
lanta National bank $2,500, and on the same 
day deposited same with said American Trust 
and Banking Company.” 

And so forth, some of the kites running as 
high as $10,000. 

THE JUDGE MAKES SOME COMMENTS. 

Judge Gober then begins his comments as 
follows: 

This petition for injunction and receiver shows 
a state of facts extraordinary in their scope and 
character, and the duty of determining these 
facts, involving so much and with such a conflict 
of evidence, is no small burden upon the presid- 
ing judge. It.is important because there is so 
much involved, and everybody interested has a 
right to demand the facts, and noone ought to 
complain at them. 

This case is most remarkable on account of the 
absence of evidence. Checks were destroyed

Then 
we are regaled with losses and doings in New Or- 
leans, at prize fights, with exploits in New York, 
at horse races and gambling hells. Finaily we are 
assured that these have nothing to do with the case 

a8 no money Fought to be followed was squandered 
there. We opine these were exhibited to dazzle 
with their meteorical effulgence;atub thrown to 
the whale. This movant battled at every step, 
endeavoring to carry out the order of the court to 
collect these assets to be administered by this court 
for the benefit of this respondent’s creditors, and 
with this respondent’s bank accounts in three dif- 
ferent banks in this city, from Mareh 27 to May 26, 
1891, showing the deposit of $268,604.87 therein, 
and has demanded the money. He has been told by 
this respondent that those figures go for naught, 
that it was all a inatter of fireworks, 

In the amended answer the respondent sets out 
forty-six items as parts of his deposits, which he 
alleges, were drawn from one of the three banks 
with which he deposited and redeposited in an- 
other bank; that the effect of this was to make 
his bank accounts fictitious. He said he did this 
to extend and preserve his. credit. He presents 
on this hearing the evidence of some of the cash- 
iers, that they knew his mode of doing business 
and it would seem thathe did this to misiead. 
them, they knowing what he did. They 
doubtiess knew that the effect of suchaplan as 
he said he pursued would havethe effect to in- 
crease the deposits, but as to where any particu- 
lar money caine from they could nottell. There 
18 not in one of these alleged kites a check on the 
deposit tickets of the amount of the alleged kite; 
the checks are in small amounts, just as a retail 
merchant would get them. It follows that the 
kite was deposited in money or invested in an- 
other check, and that no bank officer could tell 
anything about its being a kite or where it came 
from. 

SOME OF THEM ANALYZED. 

Now, each of these kites has been examined by 
me as closely as I could under the evidence gath- 
ered from every possible standpoint. I will take 
a iew of thein as illustrations.

MORE OF THEM. 

Respondent in his answer sets up that on April 
30th he drew $3,500 from the Gate City National 
bank and deposited it in the Atlanta National 
bank. It turns out that there was no deposit in 
the Atlanta National bank on that day, and by 
amendment he claims that this was re- 
deposited in the Gate City National bank. Taken 
with another $5,500 that he alleges was kited into 
the Gate City National,bank on that day, it would 
make the total kite for that day into that bank 
$9,000. By going to deposit slips we find that the 
total deposit for that day was $5,728.23. This 
ismade up of currency, $4,535; twenty-two 
small checks gating $172.72 and the bal- 
ance in coin. two kites certainly have 
many infirmities. 

Respondent in his answer sets up that on May 
14th he drew $500 from the Gate City National 
bank, and May 15th put the same in the Atlanta 
National bank. The total deposit for May 15th 
was $5,205.93; the coin was .50, twenty-three 
small checks aggregating $685.43, and currency 
$3,693. This does not appear probable.

Of this $4,535 was cash and 
twenty-two small checks aggregating $472.72 and 
the balance in coin. A kite here dues not seem 
probable. 

Respondent in his answer says that on May l4th 
he drew $10,000 from the American Trust and 
Banking Com par aoe kited $5,049.24 of this into 
the Gate City National bank. total deposit 
for that day was $5,049.24. The coin was .50, 
twenty-three small checks aggregating $476.74, 
and the currency was $3,878. 

Respondent in his answer says that on May 18th 
he drew $2,500 from the American Trust and 
Banking eo kited it into the Gate City 
National bank. Now this amount the respondent 
sets up was drawn from three different banks— 
the Atianta National bank, the American Trust 
and Banking Company and the Gate City Na- 
tional bank. On this one item he claims three 
kites, making $7,500. Five thousand dollars of 1+ 
is certainly wrong. 

Respondent, in his answer, says on May 19th he 
drew $5,000 out of the American Trust and Bank- 
ing Company and deposited it in the Atlanta Na- 
tidnal bank. Now, this total deposit for that da 
in that bank was $7,052.03. The coin was $1,715.75, 
a number of small checks aggregating $568.34, 
and the currency $4,638. This kite does not seem 
probable. 

After considering and studying the answer of 
the respondent [am impressed with the belief 
that he gotten up this bill of particulars by 
simply taking the records of deposits and amounts 
drawn trom bank, and where opportunity offered 
and amounts suited claimed the kite. 8 attor- 
neys had to present these facts as offered 
them, and they cannot be blamed. 

The respondent has been required to turn over 
all his books. He answered the -has none of 
the kind required to make out such a statement; 
that the checks were destro when returned 
cancelled, and he has either made it cut as indi- 
cated or he is in contempt for failing to turn over 
papers demanded. 

THE DAILY SALES. 

One question in this case which it has been in- 
sisted is intimately connected with the amount of 
bank deposits is the amount of the daily sales. 
There is a great deal of evidence in the record 
upon this point. We have the affidavit of Lang- 
ford, who was, up to the ist of May, 1891, cashier 
of the Ay apes and during that time saw or 
handied the cash from sales in said store.

There are also affidavits in the record showing 
the way in which respondent induced customers 
to come to Atlanta to trade with them. In cer- 
tain contin cies he paid their railroad fare. 

There is also a_ statement in the record of the 
American boot and shoe reports wherein respond- 
ent places his sales for 1889 at $890,000. 

There are also affidavits in the record showing 
the character of the business done by respondent, 
and the amount of custom that he had, as Well as 
his enormous purchases of goods. It is shown 
that he had more than one hundred salesmen— 
that his help was numerous. 

CANNOT BE WHOLLY TRUSTED. 

I am impressed with the conviction that re- 
spondent’s answer can not be whollytrusted. There 
is an affidavit in the record put there as I remem- 
ber by respondent showing that about one hund- 
red and ten men were employed; besides 
these, there were numerous helpers. Outside of 
those who have figured throughout this matter we 
haye but six affidavits as tothe amount of daily

© bill,” introduced during the winter session by 
= Mr. Martin. . 

The objects and purposes of the bill were 
Stated in full in yesterday’s report, and they 
are, in brief, to allow the establishment of a 
dispensary for the sale of alconolic liquors in 
counties which shall hereafter adopt prohibi- 
tion according to the local option law. 

After the bill was read Mr. Martin, its 
author, took the floor. The committee recom- 
mended the passage of the bill by substitute, 
which had been carefully prepared. Mr. Mar- 
tin said: , 

“The bill is of vital importance, and I think 
most of the members agree with me. It is 
reasonable because it meets the objection to 
the general local option Jaw. It is democratic 
because it forces the measure upon no locality 
unless its le want it.” 

Mr. ania thom went on to explain the pro- 
visions of the act. He stated that it affected 
no county now dry, nor did it apply to any 
county where liquor was now sold, but only 
to counties hereafter adopting prohibition, and 
then only in case that it is the will of the 
majority in that county to have the dispensary 
established. He then explained the other 
goctious as synopsized yesterday in THE Con- 
STITUTION, and continued: 

“The bill provides that the liquor shall be 
gold $0 as to cover the first cost and the ex- 
pensés of the dispensary. ‘There will be no 
inducement to thé dispenser to violate the 
law, as he can get no profit from the sale of 
the liquor, atid besides, a violatioti of the law 
would Be ‘ad misdémeanor. The act does not 
make it peremptory for amy county to establish i 
a dispensary. Itis only where the majority 
wants it.”’ : 

Dr. Chappell wanted to know if it would be 
-a violation of the act to sell impure or adalter- 
ated liquor. 

“T¢ vould,” replied Mr. Martin. ‘‘It would 
be a wtisdemeanor, and punishable accord- 
ingly.’’ Mr. Martin went on to say that he 
thought this a humane bill. ‘There are good 
citizens and honest men on both sides of the 
question, and I see no reason why an advocate 
of cither ‘side of the prohibition. question 
should oppose it. I thinkjthe addition of this 
‘amendment will renrove the objection which 
many now have to the local option law, 
namel?, that it creates a necessity which it 
does not provide tfor—that is, the obtaining of 
liquor for purely medicinal purposes within 
the county. 1 have expressed my honest 
views and L fiow leave.the question with you.” 

Mr. Fleming; of ‘Richmond, thought the bill 
as it stood unconstitutional, arid asked, ‘‘How 
do you propose to get the capital with which 
to start the dispensary when you first open 
it?” 

Mr. Martin replied: “The state has power 
‘to maintain tle goverfiment, and a part of that 
power is the police power, and that power 
would have the right to establish and main- 
tain these dispensaries. The United States 
supreme court has established that police pow- 
ers as re'ating. to the government -ar6é very 

* broad and wide.” : 

Mr. Fleming theught.that the general as- 

cmbiy had io tight under the constitution to 
say that the citizens of a county should be 
taxed for any such purpose, and this’ would be 
necessary, as it: would: require thrée or four 
thotisand dollars to start the dispensary. 

To this Mr. Martin answered: ‘The gentle- 
man from Richmond makes a theoretical case 
herd. He asks if it should take three or four 
thousand ‘dollars to start the dispensary, 
where would the money come from? It woulfl 

~. comé fiom the sale of liquor: It would take 
‘no such arnouut to start these dispensaries. If 
itheré werd no salé of liquor theré would be’ no 
necessity for the dispensary. -At any rate’ the 
money would be supplied from the fund aris- 
ing from the sale of the liquér. Mr. Speaker, 
I believe that any man who would establish a 
plan.by. which the citizens could be harmon- 
izéd on this question would be a publi¢ bene- 
factor, and if you want to’stop the agitation on 
this subject, the way to doit is tostart such a 
movement.” is 

Dr. Chappell thought that the sale of the 
liquor would’paly all the expenses, and wan 
to.ruB.the busi fess on a credit system. 

Mr. Barrett, of Pike, wag in favor of the. 
bill. Hesaid thatthe dispensary plan had 
been tried in his county and worked admir- 
ably, and that the people were well . pleased 

‘withit. It was a compromise measure and 
Was a good one.

‘““My strength is returning very slowly,” said } 
Sénator Zachry, who answered to bis name yes- 


terday for the first time this session. “Until 
within a few days, ever since I was thrown from 
my buggy, I have been unable to feed myself—the 
injury being on my right side—as I never do have 
the use of my left hand. ‘The on'y-way I can feed 
myself now is to raise my right hand with my left 
arm, my right arm between elbow and shoulder 
being still very weak. I hope to be all right in a 
week or s0.”’ : 

“‘My bill to prevént hunting, fishing and berry- 
picking on enclosed and tenantable land,’ said 
Senator Todd, “is intended more to prevett tres- 
passing, which has become an intolerable nuisance 
in this section, as growing crops are injured ‘and 
often destroyed. Trespassing is Against the law 
now if notices are posted every fifty yards, but 
that is too much trouble, I might bave made this 
a local bill, but I preferred a general law.” 


3‘I do not believe in a schoolbook system for the 
years,” 
said Senator Vincent. “J think it would cost 
‘more, and furnish more opportunities for combi- 
nations. There is no demand for any such a 
change in my county. Lam opposed to changing 
any law until itisshown that hardship has re- 
sulted, and that the proposed new law will work 
better, which lam. convinced Cannot be done in 
this case,’”’ 


“The proposed law requiring owners of cotton 
gins to keep books, and punishing a failure 80 to 
‘do as a misdemeanor, will not doin north Geor- 
gia,” said Senator Glenn. “Other sections of the 
State, under different conditions, insist upon 
legislation which, while perhaps beneficial 
to them, 1s hurtful tous: I-wish there was more 
consideration. I do not see, anyhow, why a set of 
men should be subjected toa discriminating law 
simply because they gin cotton for the accommo- 
dation of their neighbors.” 


“Brother Todd’s barberry bill is a little too 
sweeping,” said Senator Lane, “He ought not to 
take a fling at his constituents in any such a 
way. The berry crop is the poor man’s crop, and 
he’s entitled to it just as he is to fish for sturgeon. 
I wouldn’t have thought that Brother Todd would 
introduce so aristocratic a bill as this one, fining 
or imprisoning a poor man for picking barberries, 
The Influences of a great city are seductive sure 
enough,” : 


“Senator Callaway’s bill to amend the constitu- 
tion so as tolimit the session of each legislature 
to 100 days,’’ said Senator O’Nea!, “if carried ou3 
would permit any legislature to sit out the hun- 
dred days at once. At the proper time I intend 
offering an amendment limiting sessions to forty 
days, with the privilege, as now, of extending the 
session by a two-thirds vote of each house, but 
only forsixty days longer. This amendment is, I 
believe, satisfactory to Mr. Callaway, and carries 
out, I think, a little better the desigus of the pro- 
posed Change.” 


“There is a long title to my bill,” said Senator 
Ellington, “but its only object is to énable the 
governor to make the Bank of Thomson, just 
about chartered, a state depository. The nearest 
one is at Augusta, and another one at Thomson 
would be much moreconvenient to McDuffie, Co- 
lumbia, Lincoln, Warren and Tahaferro counties. 
Fayors of this sort, if they are favors, ought to be 
as evenly distributed as possible.” 

“The bill making ita misdemeanor to sell or buy 
remnants, or seed cotton without the consent of 
the owner of the land upon/ which the cotton was 
raised is, in its last analysi§,”’ said Senator Terrell, 
“this proposition, that any man not a landowner 
in possession ot seed cottoh with no such written 
consent isathief. If it does not mean that, the 
law is seeking to punish a man who has done no 
wrong. The law prohibiting such sales from 
sunset to sunrise is good enough, and as far as I 
am willing to go.”’ | 

“I do not think I shall vote to put blackberry 
pickers in jail or on the chaingang,” said Senator 
Williams, “A great many of my constituents, 
especially my colored constituents—and there are 
& great many of them—like blackberries an@ most, 
ifnot allother kinds. Ihave too much solici- 
tude for their good reputation to vote for. a bill 
which might make many a one’an offendér against 
the criminal laws of his country. Besides,I like 
blackberries myself.”’ 

‘The bill to make justices of the peace refund 
costs when superior court judges in cases of cer- 
tiorari decide the justices guilty of gross error, 
was introducea by me by request,” said Senator 
Hodges. “It has been intimated that it was an 
attempt to legislate lézal knowledge into the 
minds of justices of the peace, but such was 
not my purpose, I merely introduced the bill to 
oblige a friend, and this is all I had to do with it.” 

“My new registration bill for Appling county 
will soon become a law,” said Senator Bennett. 
“Tam satisfied now that it would be a bad prece- 
dent, even if it could be established, to recall a bill 
after all the formalities had been complied with, 
and it had gone to the secretary of state, though 
it had never in fact -pasged the tenate. Fortu- 
nately, no harm was done in this case.”

A Novel Invention.

He believed 
in preparing for war in time of peace, in such

-° gouragement. The volunteers had been put 

to heavy expense for uniforms, and they had 
pocessarily lost much time. Heretofore the 
state had done very little, but recently a fund 
had been appropriated and set apart. That 
gam, or so much thereof as had been designa- 
ted for this year, had been exhausted. 
Whether spent wisely or unwisely, he did not 
know.

The Situation Discussed 

An inspection of the muster rolls of the com- 
panies now on filein the adjutant general’s 
office and those of the companies which went 
into camp will show whether new names were 
added in the interim, and when. This,ofitself, 
will indicate nothing, as men may be enlisted at 
any time, even on the day of going 
into camp. But such enlistments under the 
present law must be for one year, so that if it 
be shown that there have been additional men

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THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, July 26.—The stock market today 
a@iisplayed materially a better tone on the whole than 
yesterday, while losses made considerable progress in 
recovering the prices of the §previous day. There is a 
marked decrease in the amount of business done dur- 
ing the day and dealings extended to a smaller number 
of stock than yesterday. The apathy of speculators, 
however, seems not to have been broken as yet and the 
hopes of Wall street men that the dullness had been 
checked by the decline were not realized? today. The 
bears claim to have full command of the market and 
that all buying is for short account, but the contin- 


indicate that some one is willing to take securitics at 
ecncessions while advancers do not tempt selling ex- 
cept by short sellers. In the market today, however. 
stocks which were supposed to have the largest short 
interest, viz., St. Paul and Burlington, were the only 
active stocks, but later they displayed most stubborn 
strength. The onlygjreally weak point in the list 
was the Coal trust, though a drop of 3 percent. in 
Tennessee coal relieved the monotony among the spe- 
cialtes. There was undoubtedly a heavy covering of 
shorts and brokers identified with the leading bear 
operators were large purchasers, especially during the 
forenoon, but foreigners did something in that line also 
andthe feeling became more bullish from the very 
fact that large lines of shorts were covered. There 
were signs of support in the Richmond and West Point 
and that stock while recovering smartly, was again 
gomparatively dull, but preferred stocks failed to move 
in either direction.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 
Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, July 28.—The wheat market opened 
strong, with shorts anxious and excited buyers, and 
their kidding caused the market to shoot upward at 
the outset, but this movement was brief, and when the 
shorts had finished the work of covering which 
they began yesterday, a feeling of weakness set in and 
continued,with One or two brief reactions, to the close. 
The early news was-mostly bullish, particularly cables, 
and their tone was chiefly responsible for the early 
bulge. December started at 90%@91%c, and advanced 
within the first few minutes to 92'<c, sold down to 
904,c, but rallied to 90%;c at noon; then another period 
of weakness set in, as the combined resoult of weaker 
cables, light demand and heavier offerings, and, with 
some feebie rallies, December dropped to 90c, at which 
it sold sparingly, reacted to 90%c, and closed at 90 oe, 
against 91',c at the close yesterday. 

Corn opened strong and higher, the shorts still being 
excited over the situation and making frantic efforts 
to cover. Receipts were slightly in excess of the esti- 
mates, but there was little forsale. September started 
at 59% @593jc, but sold in a few minutes up to 60%c. At 
this point the shortsseemed to have all got in, for, 
though offerings were free, there seemed to be no one 
to take them, and a slump followed as quickly as the 
advance had been made. For the remainder of the 
session the market was irregular and nervous, but the 
tendency was toward weakness. September closed at 
58\%c. A drop from 603;c to 56%c was made with 
hardly a halt, and on the decline a vast amount of long 
corn was thrown overboard on general discourage- 
ment and stop-loss orders. . 

Oats were strong early in sympathy with the other 
grains, but broke when they collapsed.

Mr. Barnum thought thatif anything could 
be done by the railroads to relieve the glut of 
the markets the remedy would be to raise rates 
rather than reduce them, for a reduction of 
freight would only cause a greater rush upon 
markets already overstocked. Major White- 
head thought a reduction of rates would en- 
courage the shipment of inferior melons, and 
that a great matiy culls would be shipped’ to 
market. All three of the: gentlemen thought 
o situation was past a remedy and assigned 

incipally to overproduction, though Major 

Whitehead did not think this crop 
beds that of last year by more 
than 25 per cent. Mr. Devant remarked 
that he wa@in New York not long ago and the 
agent of the steamship company told him that 
the weather had been so cool that people were 


} driven back fo the city from Coney island. 


He added that the consumption of melons on

overproduction, but reduced cortsumption. 

Regarding the proposed reduction of melon 
freighte one half to relieve the situation, 
Major Whitehead said that the rates were 
made in concert with connecting roads and 
could not be changed by the roads at this end 
of the line beyond their territory. 

The railroad men were asked whether they 
could make any suggestions looking to the 
prevention of such demoralization in the fut- 
ure, but none of them ventured to make 
any. Major Whitehead remarked gravely, 


to diseuss it off hand.’’ 

Mr, J. J. Griffin, general freight agent of 
the Georgia division of the East Tennessee 
road, was shown the telegram, and remarked: 

“The East Tennessee will do as much for 
the mélon growers as any road, but I don’t be- 
lievé it would reliéve the markets if the rail- 
roads hauled the melons free. The southern 
roads have been taking the melons without 
prepayinent. of freight, but the” eastern 
@oads are refusing pam The western 
lines; 80 are still taking the 
melons without prepayment. The trouble 
is caused by overproduction. The same thing 
that happened in cotton has happened in the 
melon crop, with the éxception that cotton 
can be héld and melons cannot. 

“Tt sé6ins to me that the thing todo would 
be to ship 16 melons under twenty-five 
pounds. ith that restriction there would be 
no glut. Itis a mistaken idea thatthe melon 
pr er for south of Albany have the advantage 
of eve else. The faét is that the melons 
from ni acon got into market as early as 
those ~_ territories farthér south. The 
whole’ crop was late this year on account of 
drought. 

“T believé,” continued Mr: Griffin, “that a 
strong stock company, with $100,000 capital 

and a executive business man at the 
head ofit, with some godd diréctors, ¢ould 
mee this melon crop with the least possible 
oss.”’
